Mr. Uhrich similary notes that 
in the gold drifts anriferous pyrites are 
often found incrusting or replacing roots 
and twigs, and samples of such gold-bear- 
ing wood, when submitted to an assay, have 
yielded amounts of pure metal varying 
from several pennyweights to several 
ounces per ton. H. A. Thompson furtber 
mentions a specimen of pyrites which had 
gathered in the center of an old tree trunk, 
and which uated at the rate of as much as 
thirty ounces. 


BEACHING A BOAT. 


Vivid Description of a Most Difficult and 
Hazardous Undertaking. 

Lieutenant George Gray in his ‘‘ Austra- 
lia’s Heroes,”’ gives a vivid description of 
the process of beaching a boat, from which 
we make the following extract: 

Once more, then, was the scene repeated 
of dancing in a boat, with maddening speed, 
upon furious rollers, until these break, and 
the boat is borne in, followed by a mass of 
foam far higher than the stern, which ap- 
pears eagerly to pursue for the purpose of 
engulfiing it. There is no scene in nature 
more exciting, or which in a greater degree 
calls forth one’s energy than the beaching 
of.a beat in a dangerous surf. 

Never did I, on such occasions, take the 
for the purpose of running the boat 
in, but many contending feelings rushed 
through my mind; and after a few minutes 
I settled down into the calm which spricgs 
from the conviction that the general safety 
in coming dangers depends altogether upon 
the coolness and resolution with which 
they are met, and never more so than in 
beaching a boat; when once you are among 
the foaming waters in you must go; tore 
treat is impossible, and nothing is left but 
that each one silently and steadily do his 
duty, regardless of the din and strife of rag- 
ing waves around.

For several years, when any- 
thing like a run of fever, or other 
ailments that could be superin- 
daced, theeretically or practically, 
from a lack ofasystem of sewerage, 
there was ahue and cry demand- 
ing action in that direction. So 
great was the interest taken that 
legislation was secured to partially 
effect that end two years ago, and 
the indebtedness incurred amount- 
ing to nearly twenty thousand dol- 
lars was provided for by the 
authority given to issue the bonds 
of the town, by the last Legis- 
lature. . 

The thickly inhabited portion of 
the town has an excellent general 
system of sewerage, but the citi- 
zens, or too many of them, appar- 
ently fail to appreciate their duty. 
This is true of some who have 
suffered from diseases directly 
attributable te the want of avail- 
ing themselves of the means of 
protecting themselves against the 
cause that has created suffering, 
anxiety and burdens attending 
sickness. The thing to dois that 
suggested by “Common Sense,” in 
another column of this issue, that 
is, for those in authority to force 
one aud all to connect their prem- 
ises with the sewers in a way to 
carry off all offensive matier 
through them. This can enly be 
done by the proper authorities 
passing an ordinance,a clean cut 
ordinance, requiring the work to 
be done, and making it the duty of 
some efiicial, over whom they have 
control, in cases of neglect, to see 
that the workis done. This course 
will be approved by all who are 
far seeing enough to know the 
good results to be realized, and 
this fact, if there were none other, 
should insure prompt action in 
this matter, which is so important. 


_ Tne Harrisburg Call says: “If

Not Afraid of Sugar Truss. 

Cuicaao, April 25.—Claus Spreckels 
of San Francisco arrived yesterday on 
his way to Philadelpnia. ‘“‘I am 
voing,”’ he said, “ to start my new re- 
finery, which will be about June Ist. 
lt has cost me $3,000,000, and is be- 
yond question the largest in the world. 
It was a move I had to make, and, 
since I made it, I am afraid of no man, 
company or association in the refining 
business.’’ Mr. Spréckels spoke of his 
beet sugar enterprise on the coast, and 


said the company had just paid a 5 
per cent. dividend. He was asked: 
* What is the future of the sugar beet 
in America?’ ‘‘ My own idea is that 
in a few years we _ will import 
no sugar. Not only does the beet 
grow to perfection in California, but it 
can be easily grown here in the cen- 
tral States; and in Kansas particu- 
larly. On Saturday last the few re- 
maining shares of the 5,000,000 of 
| stock of the company, of which I own 
a majority, was subscribed in San 
Francisco, and a new company incor- 
porated, the facilities of which will be 
ample to supply America with beet 
sugar. After this first year’s trial we 
see go at the business on a large 
Ten new factories at a cost of 
$500,000 each,,on the same general 
plan of the one already in existence, 
will be built in different parts of Cali- 
fornia. These will turn out only raw 
The product will be sold to 
the refiners. The Philadelphia re- 
finery will not handle this sugar. It 
will be wholly devoted to refining the 
raw imported article. With both of 
these companies in operation I think 

I can work against any trust.

WHY THE DELAY? 


Takk by “Common 
Sense.” 

Summer is fast approaching, and as 
yet comparatively little has been done 
toward utilizing the system of sewer- 
age for which the town-is being taxed, 
and which was intended to protect the 
citizens against the ravages of disease 
which have prevailed each year to a 
greater or less degree. For this al- 
most criminal negligence some are to 
blame, and principally those who con- 
trol town affairs. They have the au- 
thority to provide ways and means to 
make those who are regardless of 
health and life do that which will pro- 
tect both, by carrying off the filth and 
waste through proper connections with 
the sewers. here the much-dreaded 
typhoid fever prevailed last season was 
in the older part of the town, north 
of the track, where the mains run 
through the several streets and alleys, 
so that all can easily connect, but few 
have done so. As to the causes of ty- 
phoid fever, the germ theory is the 
one accepted by most medical author- 
ities. These germs are borne by the 
wind, diffused by gases, and conveyed 
by water. One of the great sources of 
the creation of these disease-making 
germs is the accumulation of human 
and other filth<dm thickly settled local- 
ities which can only be made to effect- 
ually disappear by efficient plunibing, 
successful drainage and good ventila- 
tion. If the town of Reno is to be 
scourged again with the deadly enemy 
to health and life the coming Summer 
and Fal, the blame, will largely Jay at 
the door of the County Commissioners, 
who are adding to the. general - system 
of sew , but. leaving .it. merely 
optionary with the citizens to do their 
duty, when they should be forced to 
do so Without delay by an imperative 
ordinance. An ordinance should be 
passed giving the Chief of Police ple- 
nary power, if’ property holders fail or 
refuse to utilize the sewers, to go on 
and connect therewith and make the 
expense therefor a lien on the property 
on which the improvement is made. 
If the Commissioners: fai! to take ac- 
tion at their next meeting looking to- 
wards protecting the town, which is 
now in a horribly filthy condition 
which is a forerunner to some fatal 
epidemic, there should be a _ called 
meeting, and ways and means devised 
to force them to perform a duty that 
they owe to the town, the public and 
themselves. Their non-action in a 
matter so vital to the people is, if not 
in law, criminal from a moral stand- 
point.

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BEAUTY WELL ADORNED. 


Trimming hesnedanuicts with All 
Sorts of Flowers. 


The Application of Natural Blossoms to 
Gowns, Scarfs, Palls and Drapery-— 
Elegant, and Yet Simple, Dec- 
oration and Ornamentation. 


There is no branch of work in fiowers 
more espetidily adapted te gentlewomen 
than thatof the/applieation of natural-bles- 


soms to dPapety, says the New York Sun. 


It must be done by deft hands. Men accus-’ 


tomed to stemming flowers on wooden pegs 
and to wiring stems are tooclumsy to use 
the needie and thread, and have not the 
taste or patienee necessary to pat flowers 
on to fabrics with neatness and elegant ef- 
fect; For this reason, the average florist 
hesitates to introduce the most charming of 
allfashions, the garnishing of robes with 
natural flowers. Heis really incapable of 
accomplishing an elaborate decoration on 
fabrics with such dainty material. 

It is a simple matter to trim a dress with 
natural flowers, and there is no ornamenta- 
tion so exquisitely beautiful. All that is re- 
quired is to know how, and then “ many 
hands make light work,’’ and do it quickly. 
Allthe things for gowns must be applied to 
pieces that should be fitted exactly by a 
dress-maker. Sometimes the trimmings 
should be cut out of soft or stiff net, some- 
times out of silesia, or pérhaps of silk. 
When an entire train for a wedding gown 
is to be covered with flowers material must 
be selected that will hang with proper ef- 
fect. This train, like all trimmings covered 
with natural flowers, must be applied at the 
last moment. Bretelles and panels for 
gowns should be made of net, to which the 
blossoms are easily attached. . Fine sewing 
silk well waxed (the color of the stem to be 
held) is the strongest thread and shows the 
least. Where foliage, vines. and greenery 
is to be applied to fabric it is usually put on 
as tracery or passementerie, and is sewed 
on to the material of dress or drapery. 

In these days, when young women are so 
clever in art needle-work, there are in most 
every family circle those who exeel in taste- 
ful handiwork. These are the ones to 
choose for garnishing whatever is to be 
beautified with natural flowers. The fiow- 
ers should be prepared by snipping off the 
stems, so that all are uniform; every 
ragged petal should be removed, and the 
flowers laid in water in a position that will 
keep them fresh without soaking the petals. 
A few at a time must be laid outona dry 
eloth, and the water should be removed 
from them with absorbing cotton before 
they are applied to any fabric. Each leaf, 
blossom, or spray sets better the fewer 
stitches that are made to tack it on. 

There is no flower so handsome and so 
generally useful for garnishing robes as 
the lily of the-valley, fer-with oneor two 
stitches it can be-sewed firmly on to fabric, 
and will fall with fringy effect. [t looks 
like a shower of pearls on white satin. It 
makes an elegant girdle or sash and tas- 
sels to finish the ends, A train and back 
breadths to a gown of this flower is a rich 
addition to a wedding dress. For fringing 
the decollete bodice and finishing the arm- 
hole of a sleeveless waist it is perfect. 

Next to this the Roman hyacinth is useful 
for trimming. Cape jasmine, or gardenias 
and camelias, are lasting blossoms to ap- 
ply for holding drapery, and when there is 
a rosetting of flowersfortrimming. One of 
the loveliest blossoms to apply to a wedding 
gown is the edelweis, the bride’s flower of 
Switzerland, thé language of which is puri- 
ty. It is sent toe this country pressed, but 
the ricn, flesny favric of its petals is 
brought out by ‘steaming over hot water, 
when it will look almost as fascinating as 
when freshly gathered. The starry white 
blossom trims satin or tulle beautifully. 

Moss rosebuds and the little mignonette 
roses may be applied with thread and needle, 
but these are the only varieties of the Queen 
of flowers that can he sewed on in elaborate 
patterns so that they will last an evening. 
Large roses must be applied in clusters 
with safety pins. Crushed rosesare a most 
suitable garniture for dewagers’ silks; but 
for velvets a heavier flower, such as steph- 
anatis, japonica or gardenia is more appro- 
priate for trimming. 

Foliage is frequently mere effective than 
flowers for embellishing fabrics,. A tracery 
of asparagus plumosus above the hem of a 
fiounce of tulle is a lovely ornamentation, 
and may be applied very easily. The mossy 
Seligmeila tacked on white or rose colored 
silk is an exquisite garniture. Ivy leaves 
are always handsome; the small leavas of 
the Heidelberg ivy should be selected for 
this use. The dried foliage of the Imperial 
silver tree of the Cape ofi00d- Hope makes 
an elegant Orfiamentation for a gray silk. 
Clusters of Statice should bé Worn off*the 
bodice with such a robe, 

It seems that it is especially fitting to 
have a funeral decoration hed at 
home and by the family. The “ no flowers” 
addition to a death notice is one of the 
results of carelessly made designs and 
uncouth pieces of flowers which have 
been'sent to the house of mourning. It is 
meet that the members of the é fanmily/should 
arrange’ the flowers “that sufroufid™ theif 
dead. A pail of flowers or foliage shaped 
gracefully over the casket is a simple and 
rich design. It can be made of roses or of 
ivy leaves; the latter is most suita¥le for 
an aged person. A pall of .very dark green 
cloth or of a heavy cashmere is covered 
with ivy leaves and sprays sewed on. Clean 
the leaves by polishing each one with soft 
tissue paper. This will make the foliage of
